Concerns have been raised over the 
prospect of Epsom Hospital’s stroke 
unit facing closure, although 
Surrey Stroke Change Board and 
Epsom Downs Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (CCG) maintain no 
decision has been made. 

Across Surrey, stroke services are 
currently being reviewed and one 
proposal is to transfer services from 
Epsom to East Surrey Hospital in 
Redhill. 

This is partly because it treats 
fewer than the nationally-recom¬ 
mended 600 patients a year, 
although a Royal College of Physi¬ 
cians report in 2013 showed it to be 
in the top 25 per cent of UK stroke 
units. 

However, at a public meeting 
on Tuesday in Leatherhead, the 
board’s chairman, Dr Claire Fuller, 
said that while options were being 
discussed, they are not at the stage 
at which a decision can be made. 

Dr Fuller said: “While there are a 
number of options to consider, 
right now all we’re doing is holding 



public meetings across the borough 
to find out how we can improve 
stroke treatment in Surrey.” 

Julia Ross, who also heads the 
Surrey Stroke Change Board, said: 
“It can be a bit like Chinese whis¬ 
pers; when people hear units may 
merge they become worried and 
‘save our hospital’ campaigns 
spring up. But what I’d say to people 
who are worried is that no decisions 
are even close to being made. 

“And right now the board’s focus 
is on delivering better care for the 
2,500 people each year in Surrey 
who suffer strokes.” 


Some of the stories 
shared at the meeting highlighted 
the “inequality in services” across 
different Surrey hospitals and some 
of the “spine-chilling” experiences 
stroke victims have, according to Dr 
Fuller, speaking after the meeting. 

Susie Cope, 46, who had a stroke 
on holiday in Thailand two years 
ago, described the “disgusting” 
level of care she received at East 
Surrey Hospital. 

She said: “It was terrible - I was 
on a ward full of much older people 
and I couldn’t get any sleep. Not 
just that, but I didn’t receive speech 


therapy for a whole three weeks, 
and I found myself always bored. 

“It really highlights the unequal 
care and you wonder how services 
could improve if you shut a brilliant 
centre and relocate services to a 
poor one.” 

Fellow stroke sufferer, Adrian 
Kaine, from Ashtead, spent part of 
his early treatment at Epsom, 
describing it as “fantastic”. 

The 66-year-old said: “It was a 
really good unit, and I can say all 
the staff - especially the nurses - 
were brilliant, really friendly and 
attentive. They were really lovely.” 
Another major concern expressed 
was the extra travelling time a move 
from Epsom could cause, with 
David Ludlow, from Epsom, saying 
it would have a “potentially huge 
impact” on a patient’s wellbeing. 

Chris Grayling, MP for Epsom 
and Ewell, urged the board to keep 
Epsom’s “excellent” unit open, im¬ 
ploring them not to “make changes 
for the sake of change”. 

If you want to voice your opinion 
on the future of stroke care in Sur¬ 
rey, the Stroke Change Board is 
holding meetings in Weybridge on 
September 17 and in Guildford on 
September 22.

MP: Station Oyster deal 
delayed, not cancelled

As the deal to bring Oyster 
cards into use at Epsom sta¬ 
tion seemed on the brink of 
collapse, MP Chris Grayling 
has assured residents trans¬ 
port ministers are in “inten¬ 
sive negotiations” to resolve 
the issue. 

Last year Southern Rail¬ 
ways - which manages 
Epsom station - announced a 
start date of this month, but 
Transport for London (TfL) 
tweeted on September 9 that 
there were no longer plans 
for Oyster to be extended to 
Epsom station this year. 

However, Mr Grayling de¬ 
scribed this as “misleading”, 
telling the Epsom Guardian 
complications in fare calcula¬ 
tions have caused a delay, 
rather than a cancellation. 



In response, TfL said it is 
“not responsible for bringing 
Oyster to Epsom station” and 
that the tweet was only sent 
because no start date has 
been set, even though it has 
no authority over the matter. 

Mr Grayling, the leader of 
the House of Commons, said: 
“The problem is not to do 
with Epsom, but rather with 
the complicated fare calcula¬ 
tions for Thameslink ser¬ 
vices that run all the way to 
Gatwick. 

“It’s very disappointing, but 
I have been assured Southern 
Railways and Department for 
Transport ministers are in 
intensive negotiations every 
week to resolve the matter. 

“We all know this is a very 
important issue for Epsom 
residents and we’re all work¬ 
ing very hard to bring in Oys¬ 
ter cards as soon as possible. 

“And in fact I’ve urged both 
sides to use Epsom station as

a leader in their expansion of 
the Oyster scheme, rather 
than doing it all in one go.” 

Southern Railways declined 
to confirm a start date for the 
scheme, simply saying that 
discussions to roll out the 
scheme were “continuing”. 


However, Mr Grayling sug¬ 
gested it would be unlikely to 
begin before the end of the 
year. 

It is also unclear if the ex¬ 
pansion will also see Epsom 
become part of Zone 6 - for 
which this newspaper and Mr 
Grayling have campaigned 
over the past three years. 

Epsom and Ewell Resi¬ 
dents’ Association councillor 
Clive Woodbridge said: “It’s 
incredibly disappointing it’s 
being set back - this is an in¬ 
credibly popular initiative 
with residents and we all feel 
the frustration. 

“Oyster cards are so ubiqui¬ 
tous these days and because 
we don’t have them at Epsom 
station it causes a great deal 
of inconvenience. 

“All we can do as a council 
is champion this on behalf of 
the residents by pressuring 
Southern and the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport.”

Neighbours left shocked 


by ‘unexplained’ death

A “very private, but very 
pleasant” man who died in un¬ 
explained circumstances on 
Monday has been named lo¬ 
cally, but residents remain in 
the dark about the nature of 
his death. 

Neighbours of Duncan 
Brown - believed to be in his 
late 60s - were in shock as po¬ 
lice cars and air ambulance 
services descended on the 
area on September 14. 

A spokeswoman from Sur¬ 
rey Police said officers were 


called to a house in Ruther- 
wyke Close, Stoneleigh, at 
1.08pm by neighbours con¬ 
cerned for a man’s safety. 

The South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance service and the air am¬ 
bulance also attended the 
house, but the man was later 
pronounced dead. It is be¬ 
lieved Mr Brown lived at the 
address with his wife and also 
had a daughter, aged 44. 

A friend of the family said 
Mr Brown was a very intelli¬ 
gent academic who worked as 
a lighting director at the BBC. 
She said he had a grand¬ 
daughter and a grandson. 

On Tuesday one woman - 
who wished to be anonymous 
- paid tribute to a perfect 


neighbour who she had 
known for a “long, long time”. 

She said: “I have been here 
for 40 years, and they have 
been here even longer. He was 
a poorly man. He was very pri¬ 
vate, but very pleasant. 

“It is such a tragedy. I can’t 
go out. I don’t feel like going 
out. I came home from Epsom 
yesterday and the road was 
closed - police cars every¬ 
where. It was only when one of 
the inspectors came over that 
I knew he was dead.” 

Others knew little about the 
circumstances of the man’s 
death as they tried to help po¬ 
lice with their investigation. 

A neighbour added: “No¬ 
body seems to know anything 


more than what we were told 
by the Guardian - that some¬ 
one had been found dead.” 

Another said: “We are like 
everyone else - in the dark. We 
have not been told anything. I 
only knew him in passing - 
just to wave to and say, ‘hello’ 
to.” 

Another neighbour added: “I 
was just upstairs and the next 
thing a policeman knocked at 
the door asking if I had heard 
anything.” 

One neighbour admitted she 
was “scared” by the proximity 
of the incident. 

The death is being treated as 
unexplained by police.

A fathers’ rights activist who last 
year camped out on MP Chris 
Grayling’s home staged a dramatic 
stunt atop Winchester’s iconic 
Westgate dressed as Batman. 

Joined by two fellow campaign¬ 
ers, Martin Matthews, of Middle- 
mead Road, Bookham, climbed the 
12th-century fortified gateway on 
Saturday, September 12, before 
lowering the Queen’s Standard 
flag and replacing it with a tea 
towel. 

On his Facebook page, Mr 
Matthews later claimed it was the 
“first siege of the tower since 
1746”. 

After unfurling a banner that 
read Stop the War on Dads, the trio 
spent five hours on the monument 
between 12pm and 5pm. 

Mr Matthews, 48, said: “Stunts 
like this are a bit of a laugh, we’re

Walton-on-the-Hill came to a standstill 
on Friday to see off a Watermead father 
as he embarked on a 900-mile cycle ride 
to raise money for his son’s specialist 
eczema treatment. 

Paul Bishop, 43, and friends Paul 
Brown, Neil Whitton, and John Cham¬ 
mings embarked on their gruelling nine- 
day cycle to the south of France on 
Friday, September 11. 

They rode first through the Vale Prima¬ 
ry School, Epsom, which son Morgan 
Bishop attends, and then Walton-on-the- 
Hill Primary School, where some 500 
people turned out to wave them off. 

Morgan’s mum, Dana Bishop, 36, said: 
“Seeing all those people from both pri¬ 
mary schools come out to support Paul 
and Morgan was really overwhelming. 

“People lined the streets and were 
chanting Morgan! Morgan! 

“Walton-on-the-Hill came to a standstill 
-1 can’t even put into words how inspir¬ 
ing it was.” 

Five-year-old Morgan, from Water- 
mead, suffers from a type of eczema so 
severe he can barely move without 
the skin around his face, arms or legs 
cracking. 

His parents set up a fundraising 


campaign this year for Morgan to travel 
to Avene, near Montpellier, for life¬ 
changing spa treatments which cost 
them £5,000 apiece. 

Last month the Bishop family went on 
their first trip to Avene, and Mrs Bishop 
said seeing an improvement in Morgan’s 
condition was incredibly emotional. 

She said: “Just seeing Morgan being 
able to run around, or ride his bike is 
amazing. It’s been such a struggle that 
having a bit of normality is incredible. 

“Eczema has controlled our lives for so 
long, it’s just nice to see him feel comfort¬ 
able for once.” 

Friday’s send-off came hot on the heels 
of a fundraising ball at Epsom Downs 
racecourse the previous Saturday, and 
the family said their combined efforts 
will have raised a whopping £50,000. 

The Bishop family are set to fly out to 
watch Mr Bishop finish the epic feat, 
which Mrs Bishop will be tracking 
through an app on her iPad. 

She said: “I’m always checking how far 
he’s made it every day. 

“Right now he’s about halfway, he’s 
almost reached Lyon. 

“It’s a huge challenge, but it makes 
such a difference. Morgan rode his bike 
at the school and he never would have 
been able to do it without the treatment 
he’s had so far.”

Derek Bell celebrated the 40th 
anniversary of his first Le Mans 
victory at the Royal Automobile 
Club last Wednesday. 

The milestone event took place 
on Wednesday, September 9, with 
Mr Bell driving the iconic Roth¬ 
mans Porsche 956-001 along the 
Captain’s Drive, and the unveiling 
of a commemorative bronze 
plaque which will serve as a per¬ 
manent feature at Woodcote Park. 

Peter Read, chairman of the 
Royal Automobile Club’s motor¬ 
ing committee, said: “Derek Bell is 
one of the greatest endurance rac¬ 
ers of our time and to see him take 
the Porsche 956 up the Captain’s 
Drive was a tremendous sight to 
behold.” 

Mr Bell, who is an honorary 
member of the Royal Automobile 
Club, was reunited with the fa¬ 
mous Porsche 956 for the special 
anniversary. The 956 is considered

An Epsom woman has urged the 
council to “stand up and do its part” 
in helping refugees displaced by the 
ongoing conflict in Syria. 

Abbey Bloom has called on Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Council to home 
at least 50 refugee families. 

She has started a petition on grass¬ 
roots petition site 38degrees.org for 


residents to show their support for 
the initiative, which as already at¬ 
tracted 136 signatures. 

Ms Bloom was moved to urge coun¬ 
cil action after seeing the image of 
three-year-old Aylan Kurdi lying 
dead on a Turkish beach. 

Last week David Cameron pledged 
to take in a maximum of 20,000 
refugees over the next five years, but 
Ms Bloom is among those who thinks 
this is insufficient. 

She said: “Our Prime Minister said 
‘we won’t take any more refugees’.

“He thinks that most of us don’t 
care. 

“But 38 Degrees members do care.

It has currently more than 2,500 
applicants on the council’s housing 
needs register. But only an estimated 
120 new properties are becoming 
available each year, meaning an addi¬ 
tional 470 affordable homes are need¬ 
ed in the borough each year to meet 
the backlog of unmet affordable 
housing demand. 

A statement posted on the council’s 
website last week said it was in dis¬ 
cussion with neighbouring councils 
and Surrey County Council about 
how they might best help. 

A spokesman said: “The borough of

borough who are homeless. 

“Nevertheless, the council is ready 
to play its part in any nationally 
agreed and co-ordinated approach to 
refugees, and is awaiting the Govern¬ 
ment’s advice and instructions. 

“We are aware there are residents 
prepared to offer rooms in their 
homes for possible refugees. 

“With councils across the country 
receiving such requests, offers of 
help need to be co-ordinated. 

“Once we have more information 
from the Government and the LGA, 
we should be able to advise people 
who they need to contact to offer 
their support.”

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Choosing a new pet? 

Which breed suits you best? 


Now the summer is ending 
and life is settling back into 
its usual routine, the thought 
of bringing a new pet into your 
household may have crossed your 
mind. This time of year is often quite 
a good one for many owners to take on new arrivals; children are 
back at school and the summer holidays are over, the weather is 
still nice and the nights aren't drawing in too much.

Some of the questions you may want to mull over 
together, with those you live with could include: 

• How will you tend to your pet throughout the day/night - will 
someone be there for them most of the time? 

• Who will the pet live with? Just adults or other pets, children, 
under 5s the elderly or disabled? 

• What coat-type will your pet have? Do you have the time to 
groom a long-haired pet every day or would you be better 
suited to a breed whose maintenance needs are less intensive?

Or, if you want to take on a mixed-breed one-in-a- 
million, you can still ensure that you look at the characteristics 
of all the breeds in that mix, to give you some idea of your new 
companion’s personality. After all, your pet will be spending the 
rest of its life with you; so you should do everything you can to 
make sure you will be compatible, before you * 
commit to a lifetime together!

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Time for change 


As Carole Charge 
reports, five major 
legislative changes are 
due to come into effect 
over the coming months 
that landlords in 
England should be 
aware of... 

1) Health and safety regulations: 

At the time of writing, these regula¬ 
tions are awaiting parliamentary ap¬ 
proval and the full details are yet to 
be confirmed, however it is expected 
that, from October 1 2015, landlords 
will be required to have at least one 
smoke alarm installed on every storey 
of their properties and a carbon 
monoxide alarm in any room contain¬ 
ing a solid fuel burning appliance. In 
addition, the TPO and PRS Codes of 
Conduct require co detectors in prop¬ 
erties with a gas appliance. Landlords 
found not to have installed these de¬ 
vices will face a fine of up to £5,000. 

2) Right to rent - the Illegal Immi¬ 
gration Act: A trial of the 'right to 
rent' scheme - in which landlords are 
required to check the immigration 
status of their tenants -has recently 
been completed and is expected to 
be rolled out across the country by 
the end of the year. New powers will 
allow, in some cases, tenants who 

do not have the right to live and 
work in the UK to be evicted from a 
let property without requiring a court 
order. Landlords who fail to complete 
the necessary checks to ensure their 
tenants are legally able to rent their 
property could be prosecuted, with 
potential punishments ranging from 
four-figure fines to imprisonment for 
repeat offenders or those involved in 
organised crime. 

3) Serving Notice of Possession: 
Section 21: Several changes are 
being made to the Notice of Posses¬ 
sion under Section 21. As part of anti- 
retaliatory eviction measures, 
landlords will be prevented from serv¬ 
ing a valid Section 21 notice for six 
months if their tenant has recently 
complained about the state of their 
property and the local authority has 
issued a notice of improvement. 

There are also a number of other 
pre-conditions for serving a Section 
21 due to be implemented which will 
prescribe whether and when a valid 
Section 21 notice can be served to 
regain possession.

licensing (HMOs): Currently, a house 
in multiple occupation (HMO) 
is defined as a property in which three 
or more people live but do not form 
one household, i.e. they are not related 
or in a relationship. This is commonly 
known as a house share. However, the 
government has suggested it will look 
again at the definition of an HMO so 
more properties fall within this desig¬ 
nation. In addition, many local authori¬ 
ties have adopted 'selective' licensing, 
requiring licensing of all HMOs and 
sometimes all let property within their 
jurisdiction Landlords need to stay 
up-to-date with any changes being 
proposed by the local authority in 
which their property is located as its 
status may be subject to a change in 
the future. 

5) Rogue landlord crackdown: 


There have been clear indications 
the government is ready to launch 
new measures designed to penalise 
rogue landlords who blatantly flout 
existing legislation, allowing their 
tenants to live in poor and unsafe 
conditions. With ever-changing 
legislation surrounding letting, the 
advantages of letting through a 
knowledgeable and reputable 
agent are clear.

My concerns about the Epsom Property market 


I am genuinely concerned about the Epsom 
property market, but in a way that might surprise 
you. Rightmove announced that average ‘asking 
prices’ fell last month by 0.4% in the South East, 
leaving them 5.8% higher than a year ago. Whilst 
it could be said that monthly change is very 
modest, in the same period a year ago, we saw 
a monthly fall of 0.6% in the South East, which 
is more the norm given the onset of schools 
breaking up and everyone going on holiday. 

Looking at all the data on the Epsom property 
market; putting aside the need for more houses to be 
built in the next decade to balance out the increase 
in population (helped in part by inward European 
migration) but not matched by a similar increase in 
housing being built; my research shows there is a 
widening gap between what property buyers want 
and what is available to buy. In a nutshell, many more 
buyers are looking for the smaller one and two bed 
properties (the typical semi detached and smaller 
terraced houses/apartments), whilst there is an 
oversupply of the four and five bed properties, which 
are the typical large detached properties available. 

Demand for smaller properties comes from both first 
time buyers and the growing number of buy to let 
landlords, where it is more cost effective and efficient 
to buy smaller properties to let out compared to 


larger properties which tend to offer poorer returns. 
Also, landlords with larger loans (on those larger 
more expensive properties) will also be hit harder 
with the changes in the way tax is paid on buy to let 
investments, which start in 2017. 

If you recall, a few weeks ago I did some research 
on how different types of properties had performed 
in Epsom since the year 2000. I revisited those 
calculations and it hit me how different types of 
properties had performed over the last 15 years. In 
a nutshell, this mismatch of demand and supply isn’t 
a new phenomenon, it’s been happening under our 
noses for years! 

In the last 15 years, the average terraced house in 
Epsom has risen in value from £126,371 to £399,439 
whilst the detached house has risen in value from 
£295,097 to £816,357 Nothing seems amiss until 
you look at the percentage growth. The terraced has 
grown in value by 216% whilst the detached by only 
177% meaning the gap between the inexpensive 
terrace’s and expensive detached properties has in 
percentage terms narrowed enormously (this isn’t 
just an Epsom thing, it has happened all across the 
Country). 

I am concerned because more houses need to be 
built, not only in Epsom, but in the South East and the 
UK as a whole. In particular, there is specific need 


for more affordable starter homes for the growing 
demand from both tenants (and the landlords that 
will buy them) and first time buyers. The Tories 
need to face up to the fact that unless they can get 
the builders, the planners (to release more building 
land), the banks (to finance it) and themselves 
together, to ensure long term plans can be made, 
and implemented, this issue will continue to worsen. 

The country needs 200,000 houses a year to be 
built to keep up with demand, let alone reverse the 
imbalance between demand and supply. Last year, 
only 141,040 properties were built, the year before 
135,510 and 146,850 in the year before that. This 
means only one thing for Epsom landlords. Unless 
David Cameron starts to rip up huge swathes of the 
British countryside and build on acres and acres of 
green belt, demand will always exceed supply when 
it comes to property for the foreseeable future. 

Therefore, investment in the local Epsom property 
market as a buy to let investment could be the best 
move to make as the stock market investments are 
possibly on the wane. Everyone is different and trust 
me, there are many pitfalls in buy to let. You must 
take lots of advice and seek out the best opinion.

After spinal problems 
robbed him of his ability to 
walk, a Stoneleigh man has 
taken the trip of his dreams 
thanks to a revolutionary 
scooter he came across in a 
local shop. 

Alan Gibbons, 67, and his 
wife Sheila, 65, have always 
enjoyed travelling and 
outdoor activities, and had 
looked forward to using 
their retirement to visit the 
five US states they had yet to 
visit. 

But he was struck with 
spinal foramina - narrowing 
of the spinal column - which 
has led to numerous opera¬ 
tions and extensive rehab. 

While at one point he

struggled to walk to the 
end of his driveway, he 
happened across the special 


TGA Minimo scooter - 
which folds away for easy 
travelling - and was able to 


make the trip to Mississippi 
this summer, where the cou¬ 
ple took in the iconic Missis¬ 
sippi river by steamboat. 

Mr Gibbons said: “I 
thought my physical prob¬ 
lems would stop me from 
doing this. I love the States 
and we wanted to make this 
trip so badly. 

“It would have been so 
difficult with a wheelchair - 
you can’t have a conversa¬ 
tion with someone who’s 
behind pushing you - or a 
normal scooter which you 
have to spend ages taking 
apart. 

“But when we came across 
this TGA model in a local 
store it changed everything. 
Being given back my 
independence like this is 
amazing.” 

Having been laid up in 
hospital so long, and having 


to sit out of many of the 
activities he enjoys so much, 
it would be understandable 
if Mr Gibbons had allowed 
himself a moment of pity. 

But he told the Epsom 
Guardian that even in 
the hardest times, he never 
allowed the thought that he 
would not make this trip 
enter his mind. 

He said: “I didn’t necessar¬ 
ily know how we were going 
to do it, but it honestly never 
crossed my mind. 

“I’m quite a determined 
person sometimes and I just 
said to myself, ‘Sod it, I’m 
going’. 

Since he still has a few 
more states to tick off his 
list, Mr Gibbons said he was 
“incredibly grateful” he has 
been given the chance to 
travel again, which amounts 
to a new lease on life.

What's new? Here is a future piece 
of British automotive history. It's the 
first time an Ian CaHum-designed 
Jaguar has replaced an Ian Callum- 
designed Jaguar, and it marks the 
next step for the car that brought 
about the most significant brand 
revolution of modern times. 

It's a few millimetres shorter than 
before, but the wheelbase of the 
new aluminium construction is 
longer. This gives more space for 
passengers to enjoy the high-spec 
new cabin and, of course, the signa¬ 


ture Jaguar rotating air vents. 

Looks and image: Jaguar isn't 
going to win any prizes for originali¬ 
ty, having largely just transplanted 
the family face from the XJ and XE 
straight onto the new car. It's sweet¬ 
ly proportioned and carries its bulk 
very well - a neat trick to pull when 
you can balance size and grace, and 
the XF does it better than any of its 
rivals. 

In dear old Britain, we're going to 
be biased on the image front. It's a 
British car built on these shores and, 


of course, we want to love it. The 
thing is, the product makes itself 
very easy to love, regardless of 
where you're from. 

Space and practicality: An extra 
27mm of headroom for rear passen¬ 
gers could be much appreciated by 
some owners, despite the roof's 
peak point resting 3mm lower than 
the old XF's. A 540-litre boot with a 
wider aperture is a winner, beating 
each of the German rivals. 

The obvious black mark against 
the XF is that the interior materials, 


at least on our test cars. They are so 
nice that even taking a coffee into it 
is taking a risk, so if your kids always 
seem to find a way of making liquid 
messes, think twice or invest in a 
very good upholstery cleaner. 

Behind the wheel: Buy the 3.0- 
litre diesel. It's immense, pulling like 
a train at the slightest tickle of the 
throttle and recording a laughable 
l,300rpm at 70mph for epic long- 
legged ness (in top gear, 2,000rpm 
doesn't arrive until llOmph). 

Whether you're on the passive 


standard suspension or the adap¬ 
tive, adjustable setup, the XF shows 
mighty composure through corners, 
and rides well on the 20-inch wheels 
fitted to the test cars. You can't es¬ 
cape the outright weight, despite 
the savings versus the outgoing 
model. It's too close to call between 
this and a BMW 535d without a 
back-to-back drive. Dynamically, the 
Jag is excellent. 

The eco-friendly 2.0-litre diesel is 
(much) less impressive in terms of 
performance, but ticks the right 


boxes for running costs. A 104g/km 
version is an eye-opener. It's just a 
shame its stop-start is so compara¬ 
tively coarse. 

Value for money: If you do want 
one, go for it and you won't regret it. 
If you're a die-hard BMW, Mercedes 
or Audi follower, you'll need to get 
inside to see just how far the Jaguar 
brand has come. Prices, on the face 
of it, are competitive with the best 
of the rest, and that 104g/km ver¬ 
sion will turn some heads among 
company car users.
